REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The amendment filed on 4/9/2008 has been considered in view of the 

specification and the drawings of this application with respect to the reference of the 
record. The references of the record including Patent No. 4,953,069 fail to teach or 
suggest a switching signal comprises: providing a common input signal to the plurality of 
modulators; and providing a phase shifted or time shifted input signal to each modulator 
of the plurality of modulators, wherein the phase shifted or time shifted input signal for 
one of the modulators being shifted relative to the corresponding input signal provided 
to the other modulators; and interleaving the switching signals for each inverter of the 
plurality of inverters to reduce RMS ripple current at the DC link stage.
